the principal documents, .as we should 
wish to present tor the entertainment of 
our Readers. Fhose however, which ap- 
pear to merit our earliest notice, will be 
found in vur present number, They con- 
sist of the official communications of the 


English Envoys at tbe Courts of Russia’ 


and Prussia, (Lord Cathcart and - General 
Stuart) relative to the events of the war in 
Germany subsequent to the 2d May. The 
perusal of these documents, even when 
Conrpared with the French Bulletins of si, 
milar date, (some of which are added for 
that purpose) ténds to confirm the opinion 
we formerly expressed, that the result of 
the battle of Lutzen was much more fa« 


vorable to the Allies than to the Enemy. 


The mietanchoty ‘agcounts which. had 
reached us through Bombay, are now 
proved to have been received originally 
trom the French Minister at Constantino- 
pie, who had publisbed.an exaggerated. 
and partial statement, evidently with the 
view of creating an impression on the 
minds of the 'Kurkisb Court in favor of the 
Freuch ; liutle credit therefòre ouglit to be 
attched to these advices, and what little 
credit they could otherwise claim, they 
are now deprived of by the authentic dos 


Cuments betore us, which give the Allies. 


all the advantages of the battle of the 2d 
May. Subsequent to that action, they 
were gradually retiring, but their retreat, 
if retreat it can be calied, was a measure 
af policy and expediency, bringing the al- 
es nearer to their supplies, and withdrawe 
‚ing the French fram theirs; while smart 
skirmishes.were daily taking place, which 
were always in favor of the Allies. The 
French followed them but very slowly, 
and merely with a view to conceutrate 
their forces as much as possible. Ia this 
object it appears Bonaparte succceded bee 
fore the battle: ‘of Bautzen, as his Army 
engaged on thät occasion was nearly dou 
ble the nusmber of their opponents. Note 
_withstanding this immense superiority of 
numbers, the field was very wafmly con- 
tested, and the Allied army distinguished 
itself with the noblest gallantry.— he en- 
gagement was undoubtedly severe and 
sanguinary, as Bonaparte had made pow- 
erful efforts to strike a decisive blow, and 
terminate, if possible, the contest at once 3. 
this object, however, was completely - frus- 
trated, for notwithstauding the disadvan- 
tages in point of number and position, 
under which the Allies laboured, it ap- 
pears their loss, though great, was not by 
âny means equal to that of the Freuch, 
that they lost neither cannon nor colours, 
that they retired after the battle very 
slowly,n perfect‘order, and on the same 
biincigle as before, that the French fol 
fowed a very short distance without at. 
tempting any farther hostilities, and final. 
that their Leader himself requested an 

ie rake eis ht eed 
rinistiee a few days afterwards, far the 
term of six weeks, which was subsequent- 
Ty prolonged at his desire to the. lhth 
August, — We trust that no one, consider. 
ing these circumstances, can view the

battle of Bautzen in that disastrous light 
in which it hasbeen represented by former 
accounts, é Kik” 

The eveuts which appear to us most 
unfavorable to the Allied cause are, the 
enmity of tbe Danes, their re-occupation 
of Hamburgh under à French General, 
and the declaratiom of Saxony in favor of 
Bonaparte. These events ure so different 
from what our last advices had led us to 
expect, that we are at a loss how to re- 
concile such contradictory statements—it 
appears, however, but too certain that our 
hopes with regard to the Danes and 
Saxons are now entirely disappfainted,. but 


we are glad to find that the Swedes have 


taken a decided part in favor of the Allies, 
and were daily expected to reinforce them 
with a powerful army under Bernadotte, 
whom we should suppose to be well qua» 
lified as an opponent iu the field to Be- 
naparte, . 

The Emperor of Austria seems to pre: 
serve neutrality and act only in media- 
tion, and Bonaparte evidently pays that 
deference to his opinion which his great 
influence at the present erfsis is calculated 
to demand. — Under his mediation, a Cons 
gress has been appointed during {he Are 


mistice af Prague, where de puties from all 


the continental Belligerent powers, as well as 
freon: Á ustria, England and America were to 
assemble, for the purpose of negociating 
the conditions of a General Peace, - Two 
difrent accounts mention Lord Livere 
pool and Marquis Wellesley respectively 
as on their way to this assembly. Of the 
probabte result of its deliberations we 
caunot hazard an opinion, although it is 
likely. that the defeat of the French army 
in Spain, the large re-inforcements which 
the Alties will receive before the expirae 


tivnof the 'Fruce,and the approach of winter 


soon afterwards, will induce Bonaparte 
to accept canditions destructive of that 
system which it has been the object of his 
ambition to establish. 
On this subject however, we must res 
main in doubt till the receipt of further 
intelligence, which cánnot but be anxis 
ously and impatientiy awaited by all, 

In the mean time, on ‘a general review 
of the events of which we have {hus en« 
deavoured to give an abstract summary, 
we consider the posture of affairs in Gere 
many on the whole by no means unfa- 
vorable to the éause which has our warns 
est wishes; we see no reason for melan» 
choly tn taking a retrospective view of thé 
campaign, nor any cause whatever for

being more decisive than the battle of Sai. 
manca.
